Provocation A n d Protection 


The United States may call to the attentio n o f 
the cu rrent sessio n o f the UN General Assembly- 
co nvened o n Octo ber 14—the sho o ting do wn o f a 
U. S. B-29 no rth o f Japan o n Octo ber 7 by So viet 
fighter planes. 
Sweden alreday has anno u nced that It will lo dge 
a fo rmal pro test o ver the do wning o f two Swedish 
..transpo rt planes by Ru ssian fighters o ver the Baltic 
'In mid-Ju ne. And the U. S. co u ld also take to the 
UN the case o f fo u r U. S. Air Fo rce men fined the 
eq u ivalent o f $120,000 after landing in Hu ngary. 
Indeed, the case o f the U. S. fliers In Hu ngary 
had repercu ssio ns in the UN. So viet Fo reign Minister 
Vlshlnsky had revealed he had fo rekno wledge o f 
their trial o n December 19 when he to ld the UN 
“o u r military and Ju dicial au tho riUes” wo u ld give 
“du e attentio n” to the fliers. And Depu ty Fo reign 
Minister Malik declared (Janu ary 23) that the U. S. 
had co nceded the validity o f the Hu ngarian charge 
that the airmen were “spies and intelligence agents” 
by paying their fines. 
Immediately after the release o f the airmen 
o n December 28, 1951, the State Department an­ 
no u nced that U. S. citizens wo u ld no t be allo wed to 
travel in Hu ngary, o rdered Hu ngarian co nsu lates in 
New Yo rk and Cleveland clo sed. 
In April 1950 a U. S. Navy Privateer plane disap­ 
peared o ver the Baltic. The USSR never o fficially 
ackno wledged that Its fighter planes had sho t do wn 
the American craft. Bu t in Ju ne Geo rge Kennan, 
then ambassado r at Moscow, pro tested po sters at 
a So viet air sho w pictu ring that Incident and two 
o ther So viet attacks o n U. S. planes. 
The case o f the U. S. fliers In Hu ngary and the 
cases o f the sho o ting do wn o f Swedish and Ameri­ 
can plane.s In the Baltic wo u ld seem to be differ­ 
entiated by the fact that the fo u r airmen landing 
In Hu ngary did technically vio late that natio n’s terri­ 
to rial integrity. At any rate, the U. S. had taken 
sterner actio n in 1946, when two American planes were 
su ccessively sho t do wn o ver Yu go slavia. 
On Au gu st 21—two days after the seco nd attack— 
the U. S. delivered a 48-ho u r u ltimatu m to the Yu go ­ 
slav go vernment, demanding the immediate release 
o f any su rviving o ccu pants o f the planes. We declared 
that we wo u ld call u po n the UN Secu rity Co u ncil to 
take appro priate actio n if the demand was no t met. 
Tito backed do wn, released su rvivo rs, and paid an 
Indemnity o f $150,000 to the families o f tho se who had 
been killed. 
This mo st recent Incident no rth o f Japan may 
have been ju st ano ther in a series o f So viet mo ves to 
make Uncle Sam lose face. Or, co ming o n the heels o f 
the recent Moscow talks with Chinese Reds, it may 
be an earnest o f Ru ssia’s intentio n to step u p Its 
“harass-America” campaign. Whatever the mo Uvatlo n. 
It s u nlikely that the So viet go vernment will respo nd 
a.s the Japanese go vernment did to the Panay inci­ 
dent o f December 12, 1937. 
The Panay, an American gu nbo at in the Yangtze 
River patro l, was evacu ating American citizens fro m 
Nanking, then being mercilessly pillaged by the 
Japanese. A Japanese army plane bo mbed the Ameri­ 
can warship. Washingto n immediately demanded that 
To kyo express fu ll regrets, make co mpensatio n, give 
gu aranties against a recu rrence o f the attack. The 
Japanese go vernment co mplied at o nce. 


What Determines Prices? 


When the sto ck market tu rns u pward o r do wnward 
sharply, interpreters o f trends have a field day. ’The 
market went u p becau se an Indian rajah, with mo re 
billio ns than he cou ld dispo se o f co nveniently, bo u ght 
heavily, thiu s pro ving that U. S. sto cks had been 
u nderpriced. In all the wo rld his ro yal highness co u ld 
no t find a better bu y. ’Thu s go es the theo rizing. 
When the market goe.s do wn, explanatio ns are 
vo lu mino u s and co ntradicto ry. ’The market went do wn 
becau se the British are selling, o r becau se so mebo dy 
Vanted to bu y shares at a lo wer price and thu s 
engineered the decline. 
When the market declines o n the eve o f a 
Presidential electio n. It can be taken fo r granted that 
4he electio n will be blamed. Apparently peo ple didn’t 
kno w last su mmer that there wo u ld be an electio n. 
Perhaps so me day an interpreter o f trends will hit 
u po n an o riginal theo ry to explain the sto ck market’s 
gyratio ns. It Is so simple it 1% amazing that no bo dy 
has tho u ght o f It. This is that sto ck q u o tatio ns rise 
when a majo rity o f investo rs think shares are u nder- 
priced, and the demand begins to exceed the su pply, 
and that they decline when a majo rity o f Investo rs 
beco me co nvinced sto cks are o verpriced, and the su pply 
begins to exceed the demand.

“This su rvey o f pu blic o pinio n has been pro du ced 
by the mo st reliable research techniq u es available, and 
. pro bably Is accu rate to within fo u r per cent o n the 
5asls o f past te.sts. 
It Is a measu re o f pre.sent 
• sentiment, no t a fo reca.st o f fu tu re a6tio n. The very 
best po lling devices presently available do no t permit 
fo recasting with certainty American 
Presidential 
electio ns, which freq u ently are to o clo se to be divined 
by any kno wn research pro cedu res.”

If limitatio ns o f po lls had been u ndersto o d by the 
'American peo ple In 1048. the electio n resu lts wo u ld no t 
have pro du ced su ch disillu sio nment with the po lls. 
Po lls are fairly reliable and o ften valu able to ols, bu t

Many misco ncen- 
tlo ns have arisen fro m these sto ries, 
Inclu ding the o pinio n th a t cancer 
is cau sed o r initiated by the u .se o f 
these su hstances. The statem ent is 
far fro m the tru th becau se there is

On the o ther hand, when malig­ 
nancy do es exist, taking ho rmo nes 
may stim u late the tu m o r to gro w 
and spread thru o u t the bo dy.

it tends to delay gro wth o f the 
tu mo r. The victim who is beyo nd 
the help o f su rgery and 
X -ray 
begins to feel better and In many, 
appetite retu rn to su ch an extent 
th a t weight and strength are gained. 
Pain su bsides and so me su fferers 
arc able to retu rn to their fo rm er 
o ccu patio n. Du ring this perio d the 
ho rmo nes are given a t regu lar In­ 
tervals and, to be o n the safe side, 
castratio n m ay be reco mmended to 
decrease th e pro du ctio n o f the male 
ho rmo ne. Ho wever. Impro vement is 
tem po rary, rarely la.stlng fo r mo re 
th an a few years. At this tim e the 
cancer cells again take the u pper 
hand with a fatal o u tco me.

Ho wever, the u niq u e thing abo u t 
M cC arthy’s inco me was the mo ney 
which came fro m ano n>'ino u 8 o r u n­ 
identified peo ple. In three year* a 
to tal o f 75.000 o f u nidentified fu nd* 
were depo sited in the Riggs bank 
alo ne. 
A no ther case invo lved tlie Apple­ 
to n State* Bank In Wisco nsin. In 
1946 it was du nning M cCarthy fo r 
fu nds in o rder to co ver a lo an, when 
su ddenly fro m a co mpletely u niden­ 
tified so u rce a to tal o f $38,045.72 Was 
depo sited to M cCarthy’s acco u nt. 
One 
o f 
M cCarthy's 
financial 
schemes was a jo int banking ac­ 
co u nt with his o ffice assistant Ray 
Kierm as. Mr. K ierm as has had an 
average annu al inco me o f abo u t $€ ,- 
500. Yet fro m so u rces best kno wn to 
himself. K ierm as has m ade large 
depo sits no t o nly to his o wn acco u nt 
bu t ha* also depo sited fu nd* to the 
senato r’s acco u nt. 
It i.s po ssible th a t the senato r 
had banked thro u gh his o ffice a.s- 
slstant In o rder to co ver the so u rce 
o f certain peo ple who have paid 
him . He has also apparently u sed 
his bro ther, W illiam P. M cCarthy. 
On Au gu st 26, 1948, fo r Instance, 
a Co mmo dity C redit acco u nt was 
o pened w ith D an P. Rice and Co m­ 
pany. Chicago grain traders, In the 
nam e 
o f 
W illiam 
P. 
M cCarthy. 
Tho u gh in hi* bro ther’s name, the 
$10,000 u sed to o pen th e acco u nt 
actu ally came fro m Ray K ierm as to 
the extent o f $8,223.72, while the bal­ 
ance was su pplied by a d raft o n the 
Appleto n State B ank which su d­ 
denly seems to have lo st its reco rds 
and canno t no w Identify the so u rce 
o f thl.s mo ney. 
Three years later, M arch 8, 1951, 
the acco u nt with D. F. Rice was 
clo sed o u t, a check fo r $7,159 go ing 
to W tlllam P M cCarthy, ThU check 
wa.s cashed, and the cash was de­ 
po sited 10 days later back with the 
sam e D. F. Rice Co . 
T his time, ho wever, the trading 
acco u nt was tn the nam e o f Ju lia 
Co nnelly, the maiden nam e o f WU- 
liam M cCarthy’s wife. 
In 1951, the date when the Co m­

Provocation And Protection 


The United States may call to the attention of 
the current session of the UN General Assembly- 
convened on October 14—the shooting down of a 
U. S. B-29 north of Japan on October 7 by Soviet 
fighter planes. 
Sweden alreday has announced that It will lodge 
a formal protest over the downing of two Swedish 
transport planes by Russian fighters over the Baltic 
In mid-June. And the U. 8. could also take to the 
UN the case of four U. 8. Air Force men fined the 
equivalent of $120,000 after landing in Hungary. 
Indeed, the case of the U. S. fliers in Hungary 
had repercussions In the UN. Soviet Foreign Minister 
Vishinsky had revealed he had foreknowledge of 
their trial on December 19 when he told the UN 
^ ‘‘our military and Judicial authorities” would give 
“due attention” to the filers. And Deputy Foreign 
Minister Malik declared (January 23) that the U. S. 
had conceded the validity of the Hungarian charge 
that the airmen were "spies and Intelligence agents” 
by paying their fines. 
Immediately after the release of the airmen 
on December 28. 1951, the State Department an­ 
nounced that U. S. citizens would not be allowed to 
travel in Hungary, ordered Hungarian consulates In 
New York and Cleveland closed. 
In April 1950 a U. S. Navy Privateer plane disap­ 
peared over the Baltic. The USSR never officially 
acknowledged that Its fighter planes had shot down 
the American craft. But in June George Kennan, 
then ambassador at Moscow, protested posters at 
a Soviet air show picturing that Incident and two 
other Soviet attacks on U. 8. plan es. 
Tile case of the U. 8. fliers In Hungary and the 
eases of the shooting down of Swedish and Ameri­ 
can planes in the Baltic would seem to be differ­ 
entiated by the fact that the four airmen landing 
In Hungary did technically violate that nation’s terri­ 
torial integrity. At any rate, the U. S. had taken 
sterner action in 1946, when two American planes were 
successively shot down over Yugoslavia. 
On August 21—two days after the second attack— 
the U. S. delivered a 48-hour ultimatum to the Yugo­ 
slav government, demanding the immediate release 
of any surviving occupants of the planes. We declared 
that we would call upon the UN Security Council to 
take appropriate action lf the demand was not met. 
Tito backed down, released survivors, and paid an 
indemnity of $150,000 to the families of those who had 
been killed. 
This most recent incident north of Japan may 
have been Just another in a series of Soviet moves to 
make Uncle Sam lose face. Or, coming on the heels of 
the recent Moscow talks with Chinese Reds, it may 
be an earnest of Russia’s intention to step up its 
“harass-Ameriea” campaign. Whatever the motivation, 
it’s unlikely that the Soviet government will respond 
as the Japanese government did to the Panay inci­ 
dent of December 12. 1937. 
The Panay, an American gunboat in the Yangtze 
River patrol, was evacuating American citizens from 
Nanking, then being mercilessly pillaged by the 
Japanese. A Japanese army plane bombed the Ameri­ 
can warship. Washington immediately demanded that 
Tokyo express full regrets, make compensation, give 
guaranties against a recurrence of the attack. The 
Japanese government complied at once. 


What Determines Prices? 


When the stock market turns upward or downward 
I sharply, interpreters of trends have a field day. The 
* market went up because an Indian rajah, with more 
* billions than he could dispose of conveniently, bought 
heavily, thus proving that U. S. stocks had been 
* underpriced. In all the world his royal highness could 
not find a better buy. Thus goes the theorizing. 
When the market goes down, explanations are 
; voluminous and contradictory. The market went down 
* because the British are selling, or because somebody 
’ Vanted to buy shares at a lower price and thus 
* engineered *..e decline. 
When the market declines on the eve of a 
Presidential election, it can be taken for granted that 
^ -the election will be blamed. Apparently people didn t 
. know last summer that there would be an election. 
Perhaps some day an interpreter of trends will hit 
; upon an original theory to explain the stock market’s 
I gyrations. It is so simple it is amazing that nobody 
J has thought of it. This is that stock quotations rise 
* when a majority of investors think shares are under- 
J priced, and the demand begins to exceed the supply, 
J and that they decline when a majority of investors 
* become convinced stocks are overpriced, and the supply 
J begins to exceed the demand.

Four years ago the pollsters were cocky. Their more 
Scientific methods of sampling, which had replaced the 
hit-or-miss Literary Digest poll after its 1936 fiasco 
•.which proved fatal to the Digest, hadn’t missed once. 
And so, with the pride that goes before a fall, 
2 they made their 1948 predictions without adequately 
£ pointing out that the best of polls are subject to a 
* measure of probable error. But the public learned after 
® the election that polls aren’t perfect. 
But it is interesting to see how much more 
T Cautious the polling organizations are in 1952. A recent 
•Gallup Poll release, for instance, contains the follow­ 
ing warning in an accompanying box: 
"This survey of public opinion has been produced 
by the most reliable research techniques available, and 
* probably is accurate to within four per cent on the 
* Oasis of past tests. 
It is a measure of present 
sentiment, not a forecast of future action. The very 
Best polling devices presently available do not permit 
* forecasting with certainty American Presidential 
^ elections, which frequently are too close to be divined 
Thy any known research procedures." 
If limitations of polls had been understood by the 
-American people in 1948. the election results would not 
' have produced such disillusionment with the polls. 
-Polls are fairly reliable and often valuable tools, but 
only if their limitations are recognized. 


Hormonal Treatment 
Of Cancer 


The relAtionshio between the sex 
hormones and cancer of the breast, 
uterus, and prostate has received 
much publicity. 
Many misconceo- 
tions have arisen from these stories, 
Including the opinion th a t cancer 
is caused or initiated by the use of 
these substances 
The statem ent Is 
far from the truth because there Is 
no proof 
that 
this tendency is 
present in hum ans 
On the other hand, when malig­ 
nancy does exist, taking hormones 
may stim ulate the tumor to grow 
and spread thruout the body. This 
explains why a thoro examination 
Is in order before the products are 
administered and why physicians 
decry their indiscrim inate usage. 
But no harm comes when they are 
used properly, hence the extracts 
are not to be feared but should be 
looked upon as valuable tools. 


Estrogens are female sex hor­ 
mones that are produced by the 
ovaries. 
They 
aggravate 
breast 
cancer. There Is an analogous sit­ 
uation between the male sex hor­ 
mone. testosterone, and cancer of 
the prostate. 
However, when the 
female hormone is given to a man 
with advanced prostatic malignancy 
it tends to delay growth of the 
tumor. The victim who is beyond 
the help of surgery and 
X -ray 
begins to feel better and in many, 
appetite return to such an extent 
th at weight and strength are gained. 
Pain subsides and some sufferers 
are able to return to their former 
occupation. During this period the 
hormones are given a t regular in­ 
terval* and. to be on the safe side, 
castration may be recommended to 
decrease the production of the male 
hormone. However, improvement is 
temporary, rarely lasting for more 
than a few years. At this time the 
cancer cells aw in take the upper 
hand with a fatal outcome.

breast 
cancer th a t is beyond the aid of 
X -ray or surgery are helped by 
the adm inistration of the proper 
hormone. Those under 80 years of 
age are given male hormones (an­ 
drogens! 
to 
suppress 
their 
own 
secretion*. This in turn discourages 
the tum or cella from growing, not 
only In the breast but in sites 
where spread (metastasis* has oc­ 
curred. Removing the ovaries en­ 
hances the effect of testosterone 
and usually is recommended. The 
objection to these procedures is th at 
virilism may result, with unwanted 
hair on the face, voice change, and 
the appearance of other male char­ 
acteristics, but most women con­ 
sider these afterm aths of treatm ent 
minor when 
compared 
with. the 
relief of distress and the few more 
years of life th a t are obtained. 
Women over 60 have passed thru 
the menopause at least five years 
previously. Their ovaries no longer 
are active and testosterone, there­ 
fore. h as little influence on the 
tum or. 
In such instances, female 
hormones will retard the growth 
of the cancer cells 
The enigma of the influence of 
the endocrine secretions on cell 
growth Is being studied intensively. 
W hen the answers are found we 
will know much more about malig­ 
n an t cells because, in cancer, cell 
metabolism has gone awry.

Senator Who Attacks Government Gets Away With Amazing Fi n a n c i a l 


Transactions; McCarthy Received $24,000 In Cash In Six Years 


WASHINGTON—It is an axiom of 
m ilitary strategy th a t the best de­ 
fense Is to attack. But in political 
strategy it looks as if the best de­ 
fense against Income tax investiga­ 
tion is to charge th a t the govern­ 
m ent is full of Communists. 
If you repeat th $ t charge often 
enough and shout it loud enough, 
you can get away w ith all sorts of 
things as far as your personal taxes 
are concerned — or at least th a t 
seems to be the experience of Wis­ 
consin’s Senator Joe McCarthy. 
This may be because governm ent 
officials know th a t they raise the 
cry of "m artyr” and "revenge” if 
they prosecute a critic who has a t­ 
tacked them. 
It is a safe statem ent /that the 
average newspaperm an who kept 
financial records the way M cCarthy 
does, and Juggled his finances the 
way he does. would have landed in 
the Jug sometime ago. However, it 
is a known though never officially 
adm itted fact th at senators and 
members of the House of Represen­ 
tatives never have their tax returns 
too carefully scrutinized. This is the 
unw ritten rule of the Bureau of In ­ 
ternal Revenue. 
The fact th a t M cCarthy m erits 
investigation and scrutiny, however, 
is indicated by the amazing fact 


th at during the past six and a half 
years the senator from Wisconsin 
deposited 124.185 44 in cash to his 
bank accounts. 
McCarthy'* Cash 
The average citizen does not deal 
in large am ounts of cash. Cash Is 
the 
medium 
of 
the 
underworld, 
where 
pay-offs 
and 
protection 
money m ust be concealed. However, 
here is the record of the cash de­ 
posited by a member of the dis­ 
tinguished United Slates Senate, the 
most im portant deliberative body in 
the world:

Getting Optimistic

NEW YORK CITY—According to 
the cycle theory a business depres­ 
sion may be due during the next 
year or two. When a t Wellesley, 
studying charts and statistics, I ani 
inclined to agree w ith this school 
of thought. After, however, a visit 
to New York and seeing w hat the 
sales organizations are doing today, 
compared with 20 years ago. I be­ 
lieve that—barring World W ar III— 
there will be no return of conditions 
such as existed in 1932. 
Protection For All 
There are several reasons for my 
mild 
optimism: 
(I) 
Real 
estate 
mortgages will be protected by the 
federal housing agencies. (2) Stock 
prices will be bolstered by 50 per 
cent margins. <3> Big business fail­ 
ures will be prevented by the RFC 
(4» The banks are in a very strong 
position, and most of the large cor­ 
porations have no loans outstanding, 
but rather big surpluses. <5) F ar­ 
mers are Insured by price supports, 
and 
climate 
controls. 
The 
most 
damage will come from selfish labor 
leaders, heavy imports, and reckless 
price cutting. 
The brightest factor, which I have 
in mmd, never existed 20 years ago. 
I refer to the billions now being 
spent on wise advertising, salesmen 
training, and especially on conven­ 
tions. During my visit here in New 
York City, I have seen some of the 
brains, the planning, and the energy 
which are being spent on copy, color, 
space, type. and even models! When 
you read national advertisements in 
a great weekly, or in your local 
. newspaper, you have no idea of the 
work spent in preparing those ad­ 
vertisements. 
Market# Now Analyzed 
Even before writing these adver­ 
tisements. both the product and the 
appeal have been tried out on thou­ 
sands of housewives. Perhaps five 
different advertisem ents “would be 
selected out of 40 copies subm itted; 
then each of these five would be 
tried out on 5,000 families. The re­ 
action of these housewives deter­ 
mines 
who 
are the best artists, 
photographers, 
copy 
w riters 
and 
psychologists. In case of a depres­ 
sion, this advertising will be even 
increased as a factor in giving con­ 
sum ers confidence to buy when the 
nation is again threatened w ith u n ­ 
employment. 


In addition to this, newspaper, 
magazine, and similar advertising, 
millions are being spent on radio 
and television. 
Modem television 
advertising did not exist 20 years 
ago. Not only is this a great factor 
today In creating consumer buying, 
but plans are being laid for televi­ 
sion to serve in a m ost wondeful 
capacity in case business should 
suddenly go into a tail spin. 


Conventions For Salesmen 


Twenty years ago anyone who 
couldn't get a Job a t anything cise 
could always try to sell ^ymething 
on commLssion. 
Now this is all 
changed. 
Eighty per cent of the 
salesmen being employed today have 
taken college courses on business 
adm inistration. 
Before being al­ 
lowed to sell, they are put through 
individual plant training. Then once 
a year the leading concerns have 
great conventions here in New York, 
or elsewhere. Preceding the last de­ 
pression only about 150 of these an ­ 
nual national conventions were held. 
I learn today th a t over 585 are al­ 
ready planned for the next eight 
months. Morover, plan* are made so 
th at this num ber could be doubled 
if unemployment should seriously 
return. 


Visual Demonstrations 


At these conventions the tales 
forces not only hear speeches; but 
these speeches are illustrated by 
films, tape recorders, dioramas and 
"flop photos.” In short, when the 
last depression struck the country 
was unprepared with no economic 
army, navy or air force. But, today 
we hr e in reserve for special use, 
in case of unemployment, a tairs 
arm y, an advertising navy, and a 
radio-television air force. These can 
be thrown into activity at the drop 
of a hat. 
So long as people are dishonest, 
inefficent or lazy, there will be busi­ 
ness depressions; the same as there 
are sicknesses when we abuse our 
health. As. however, new treatm ents 
and new drugs are reducing the 
death 
rate, 
so 
these 
new 
sales 
developments can prevent unem ­ 
ployment from becoming too severe. 
In other words, we are now building 
up an economic “fire deportm ent" to 
prevent an economic conflagration. 
This, we never had before. 


began 
his Comm unist campaign. 
But since he took up the Com­ 
m unist issue he has continued to 
gamble on the stock and commodity 
m arket. And though the public gen­ 
erally has the impression of a m an 
dedicated to the cause of ridding the 
world of communism, the senator’s 
bank accounts indicate th a t he is 
chiefly out to make som ething for 
M cCarthy. 
Public office seems to agree with 
M cCarthy financially. For after he 
got into public office he really began 
to make money. In 1935 he earned 
only $777 81. And during the enure 
period from 1931 to 1942 he averaged 
only $4,163 32 a year in salary. Just 
one year later, in 1943. he reported 
income of $40,580.92 from th e sale 
of stocks th at he had bought. Just 
how he was able to acquire such 
valuable stocks when his income hod 
averaged only $4,163.32 for seven 
years is difficult to say—especially 
since M cCarthy was in the M arine 
Corps during part of this time. 
M cCarthy also had a strange habit 
of deducting from his Income tax 
returns disproportionate contribu­ 
tions to charities, one of them to a 
Catholic charity in far-aw ay Burm a 
which actually did not exist. Finally 
tax officials in Wisconsin reminded 
him 
th a t this d id n t look quite 
kosher, and in 1950 he stopped. 


Unidentified Money 


However, the unique thing about 
M cCarthy's income was the money 
which came from anonymous or un­ 
identified people. In three years a 
total of 75,000 of unidentified fund* 
were deposited in the Riggs bank 
alone. 
Another case involved the Apple­ 
ton S tate Bank in Wisconsin. In 
1946 it was dunning M cCarthy for 
funds in order to cover a loan, when 
suddenly from a completely uniden­ 
tified source a total of $38,045.72 was 
deposited to M cCarthy’s account. 
One 
of 
M cCarthy's 
financial 
schemes was a Joint banking ac­ 
count with his office assistant Ray 
Kiermas. Mr. Kierm as has had an 
average annual income of about $6,- 
500. Yet from sources best known to 
himself. Kierm as has m ade large 
deposits not only to his own account 
but has also deposited funds to the 
senator's account. 
It is possible th a t the senator 
had banked through his office as­ 
sistant In order to cover the source 
of certain people who have paid 
him. He has also apparently used 
his brother, William P. McCarthy. 
On August 26. 1948, for instance, 
a Commodity Credit account was 
opened with Dan F. Rice and Com­ 
pany, Chicago grain traders. In the 
name 
of 
W illiam 
P. 
McCarthy. 
Though in his brother's name, the 
$10,000 used to open the account 
actually came from Ray K ierm as to 
the extent of $6,223.72, while the bal­ 
ance was supplied by a d raft on the 
Appleton State Bank which sud­ 
denly seems to have lost its records 
and cannot now identify the source 
of this money. 
Three years later, M arch 8. 1951, 
the account with D. F. Rice was 
closed out, a check for $7,159 going 
to William P. McCarthy. This check 
was cashed, and the cash was de­ 
posited IO days later back with the 
same D. F. Rice Co. 
This time, however, the trading 
account was in the nam e of Julia 
Connelly, the maiden nam e of W il­ 
liam M cCarthy’s wife. 
In 1951, the date when the Com­ 
modity account was closed out and 
then 
re-established 
under 
Julia 
Connelly’s name. It so happened 
th at the senator from Wisconsin was 
beginning 
to 
come 
under 
the 
scrutiny of his fellow senators for 
extracurricular conduct. 
, 
This is Just one chapter in the 
operation of a senator who has ret 
himself up in Judgm ent over his 
fellowmen. 
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Being reunited after a good many 
weeks ot cross country barnstorm ­ 
ing, these reporters have tried to 
pool their impressions of the Presi­ 
dential campaign to date. The re­ 
sult, it may as well be adm itted, 
has not been immensely enlighten­ 
ing. Yet there is one point of strong 
agreem ent. 
Some 
very 
phoney 
cliches are now bcL.g parrotted by 
all and sundry. 
One such phoney is the story th a t 
Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson "has been 
talking over the head of the average 
m an.” This one is oddly rem iniscent 
of the soothing promises of the pro­ 
fessional huckster; 
th a t you can 
Join the national elite by buying 
this mass-produced toothpaste or 
th a t mass-produced deodorant. 
People are a bit cynical about the 
huckster’s promises nowadays, but 
a lot of them take the Stevenson 
story with comic literalness. All 
over the country, perfectly impec­ 
cably 
average 
men 
and 
women 
rath er smugly tell you, "Of course, 
w hat Gov. Stevenson says is over 
the head of the average guy, but I 
think he is the best speaker I ve 
ever heard.” 
Thus what was originally Repub­ 
lican propaganda against Steven­ 
son, has now transform ed enjoy­ 
m ent of a Stevenson speech into a 
aort of patent of intellectual nobil­ 
ity. More and More millions are be­ 
coming noble this easy way, without 
even the bother of returning a box­ 
top. 
Not all Stevenson's speeches have 
been successful, to be sure. Every 
so often he lets his entourage tell 
him a little gem of Paris-Rom e ex­ 
position such as his labor speech in 
D etroit or his atomic energy speech 
in Connecticut These school exer­ 
cises fell flat. But the more charac­ 
teristic Stevenson orations alm ost 
Invariably charm and very often 
move and persuade the governor’* 
hearers. He is undoubtedly a ttra c t­ 
ing an increasing audience. By his 
voice 
alone, 
he 
is 
undoubtedly 
catching 
the 
public 
Im agination. 
And these developments in turn 
account for the increasing crowds 
at Stevenson’s meetings, and the 
feeling of a Democratic upturn th at 
many observers now have. 


W ent Over Big 


A sim ilar phoney, but with re­ 
verse English, is th* theory th at 
Sen. R ichard N ixon* famous tele­ 
vision broadcast on his private ex­ 
pense fund was an unalloyed tri­ 
umph. A typical experience of one 
of these reporters occurred on the 
trip back to W ashington, a few days 
ago. Five fellow voyagers, all ex­ 
tremely average, rn odest-to -prosper­ 
ous businessmen, were engaged in 
the usual smoking-room talk about 
politic*. The topic of Nixon came 
up, as it often does in such gather­ 
ings. 
“Of 
course," said 
on# of 
the 
group, “th at telecast of Nixon’* was 
pure com, and after I thought about 
it a little I didn’t like it much. But 
it went over big w ith the average

guy." The four other perfectly aver­ 
age guys in the group solemnly 
agreed th at w hat Nixon said was 
"soap opera” but had pleased the 
common people. T hree of the five 
rather shrewdly Inquired how brib­ 
ery was ever to be identified if th#

of 
personal 
expense 
funds became an approved practice. 
And so the subject was som ewhat 
comically disposed of, in a way th a t 
both 
these reporters have often 
encountered. 


Ike A Superb Cam paigner 


Besides quantities of such acci­ 
dental 
evidence, 
there are some 
pretty hard facts th a t suggest the 
Nixon affair was not all gain for 
the Republicans. For instance, after 
the Nixon telecast, the pro-Nixon 
"San Francisco Chronicle ” with a 
daily circulation of about 160.000, 
received the truly staggering total 
of almost 2,000 letters. At least nine 
in every ten of these letters were 
critical of Nixon. M any other news­ 
papers, right across the country, ar* 
reported 
to have encountered 
a 
sim ilar delayed anti-N ixon reaction, 
In short, if Nixon m ade friends, 
he also jnade enemies. And in poli­ 
tics the enemies often count more 
th an the friends. 
A good m any other phonies ar* 
also in current circulation, such as 
the common theory th a t Gen. Elsen­ 
hower is a "poor cam paigner.” (He 
is only a m oderate speaker, but no 
one who can project the glowing 
w arm th of his personality to such 
vast crowds as Eisenhower, can be 
called anything but a superb cam ­ 
p a ig n er) Yet rath er than continue 
to pile up the list of these mislead­ 
ing campaign cliches, it may be use­ 
ful to note how dangerous they can 
be. Here again, th e Nixon affair is 
a case in point. 
T he praise Nixon received after 
his telecast alm ost seems to have 
gone to the young senator'* head. 
At any rate. Nixon was infuriated 
because Gen. Eisenhower continued 
to ask for a "personal accounting,** 
even after he had heard all about 
Checkers, the spaniel. On hts train, 
Nixon let it be known th a t he had 
told Elsenhower, "you can’t do this 
to m e;” and his aids freely said 
th a t Nixon "w asn’t going to crawl 
on his belly to th a t so-and-so '* 
In this mood, instead of acceding 
to Eisenhower’s request for a face- 
to-face meeting, 
Nixon 
defiantly 
went all the way to Missoula, Mont., 
to resume his cam paign schedule. A 
great deal of Cupid's messenger 
work had to be done before Nixon 
was persuaded to meet Gen. Elsen­ 
hower a t W heeling, w. Va T he 
personal accounting was then re­ 
duced to a few tears, but the tears 
will hardly assure good future re­ 
lations between Nixon end Eisen­ 
hower. 
By the sam e token; every phoney 
cam paign-tim e cliche either dis­ 
torts 
a relationship, or gives a 
wrong twist to present strategy, otf. ) 
creates a m ortgage on the political 
future. H ard-headed honesty really 
is the best policy, a t least most of 
the time in a political campaign. 
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Denaturalization 


Residence in the United States 
for one born in this country is a 
right; for an alien, it is a privil­ 
ege. Those born in the U n i t e d 
States are citizens by constitutional 
provision; those who are n atu ral­ 
ized are granted a courtesy and a 
privilege. There seems to be a ten­ 
dency for some aliens to assume 
th a t they have rights about living 
in this country, interfering in its 
affairs and becoming naturalized. 
They also imagine th a t once they 
receive their "citizenship papers,” 
they are all set and have no fur­ 
th er obligation to our country. It 
is all take and no give. They fail 
to realize th at citizenship can be 
revoked as well as granted. 


Attorney General Jam es Mf- 
G ranery has raised two itiu rii 
One th at the citizenship of un­ 
desirable persons should be re­ 
voked and. two, th at such per­ 
sons as Charlie Chaplin, having 
left this country, m ust Justify 
their desire to return to it. 


The privilege of being an Ameri­ 
can is so valuable th a t tile alien 
who abuses it ought to be relieved 
of it. In the m atter of Frank Cos­ 
tello or Mrs. Earl Browder, A ttor­ 
ney G eneral M cGranery Is correct 
th a t the privilege has been abused. 
As a m atter of fact, the cost of 
im prisonm ent 
of 
alien 
gangsters 
and subversives ought not to be 
charged to the taxpayer; these peo­ 
ple ought to be sent where they 
came from, or if their native gov­ 
ernm ents reject them , they ought 
to be put on an island in the B er­ 
ing Sea to gaze upon Soviet Russia 
where hooliganism and subversion 
are handled summarily. 
Thousands of persons, ordered de­ 
ported by our courts or by depart­ 
m ents of government, rem ain in 
this country, free to do anything 
they choose, including the commis­ 
sion of crimes on account of which 
they 
were ordered 
deported, 
be­ 
cause no other governm ent will ac­ 
cept them . This is an inefficient 
and, it would seem, even & stupid 
way of handling such undesirables. 
If ordered deported, they should 
be thrown out of the country to 
dwell wherever they can, or they 
should be put on an island. Actual­ 
ly, the deportee can laugh at our 
laws and our courts, because, in 
such m atters, there are no means 
available to enforce the law. 


As regards C harlie Chaplin, 
he has lived here for about 40 
years, growing rich as a clown 
in the movie*. He never became 
rn citizen, which is his right, but 
he interfered in our political

side Is th st he claims th at he 
is an internationalist and ab­ 
hors nationalism, which ie like 
saving one is for Stalin's kind 
of peace while our boys ar* be­ 
ing killed in Korea.

G Tannery proposes th at when 
C barile Chaplin attem pts to re­ 
enter this country, he should 
show proof of his worthiness to 
live and work among us. Tho 
fact th at he has lived herr long 
has no bearing on the subject, 
because he chose not to become 
an American citizen and there­ 
fore enters like any other alien. 
The fact th at he is an artist 
does not justify an arrogant a t­ 
titude toward our way of life. 


So, it is to be hoped th a t th# 
D epartm ent of Justice will proceed 
with this case. I understand th a t
